Bunke River {2the South fork of the Tolam-
bia, haviog the alternate nime of Lawis River,
The valley of tha Suake lies along an almost
direct line from the Sonth Pasa of the Rocky
Movntaing, and iu the early days it fornished
the moet practiesble route overland to the
Pacifio. In its desornt over the elevated platos
of Idalio, about 400 miles from whenos 14 takas
its rise in the Rocky Monutains, Soake River
forme the grest SEhoshone Falls, The river
hers runs throogh A narrow, rocky gorge,
which widens sud terminates abruptly in pra-
cipitons cl'fls, the snmmit of which is about
ous hvuedred feet above the level of the rapids,
and #0 steep that the traveller oan desosnd
at only ope point—an old Indian trail, its
nomerons windings makiog it about & mile in
levgih, Following thia trail slowly and care-
fully, the tonrist will in due time find himself
standing upon the bank of a river oa & lavel
with the rapids, and overlooking the falls,
The width of the river at this poiut has bsan
variously estimated—we thought it at least
two Lundred yarda,

The rapids here form a series of oascades,
rangivg drom thirty to eixty feel ench in

belght, and just below them the river, in one
nnbroken mass, leaps two hondred and ten |
feet fu10 the botlomiess pit below. The conrse
of the iiver at this poiot is almost due East
and West; the sontour of the falla i3 that of
au irrepgular borseshoe, and their width, fol-
lowing the course of the water, is at least tour
Lundred yarda, A thongh the river 18 not
gquite as wide at thi4 puiot a6 the Niagara
river, the falls are higher aud quite as beaati-
ful. The most complete view of the falls, fo- |
cluding the river above and below this rapids, |
clifis and surrounding scenery, is obtsined |
from Lookount Poiut. Lookout Polnt iz a
narrow cape of rocks projecting from the main
bluil shout thres bhundred yards lower down
on Lthe river than the fulls, 80 narrow that two
pereous ceunot walk abreast,

Bteuding upon this point, we will endeavor
to pamwe the prominent places of intersst. Tha
firgt object which attiacts our attention is
Eagle Bock, a perpendicalar pillar of rook
abont ove hundred feet io height, ricing from
the midst of the rapids fifty yards from the
South bavk of the river, and almost over-
hapgivg the main cataract. Upon the topmost

eak of this rock an Awerican eagle Lias built

is eyrie, a fitting howe for our noble national
bird—lovg may be live to occupy his unigne
and romautio abode ! Just above, and about
the centre of the eataract, is Ballard [:land, a
small rocky island covered with cedar and
juniper trees, Beveral xmaller islands, to the
right and left of the large one, or Ballard
igland, add to the beauty and picturezqueness
of the seene,

The Two Sentinels—two hnga rosky pil-
lars—are oue on the morth, the other on the
south side, overlooking the fal's, and remind
ing one of grim sentivels guarding their post.
Lower down the river, and from a higher
gtandpoint, one can obtain & flne panoramic
view of the whole—the jalls, the foamin
rapids, Dagle Rock, the Two Bentinels, the
huge pillars of perpetual apray risiog from the
bottom aud near the centre of the cataract,
bnt extending as it rises to either side, and
made beautifnl by the mauy-colored rainbows
which shed a halo of giory upon the whole
geene.  Biill lower down the river is Prospect
Gulch. Beveral gentlemen of the party,
actnated by the spirit of adventure, deter-
mined to attempt, throngh the gulch,
to reach the river below the falls.
They lowered themselves fifty feet on
a rope down the perpendicnlar gides |
of a rocky cliff. Reaching flrm ground, they |
managed, with but little difficulty, to seramble
down sbout five hundred fest to the banks of |
the river., Arriving there they found tha
their ticubles had jnst begun; they were gix
hundred yards from the falls, to reach whioch |
their path lay aronvd and sometimes over
huge bonlders of slippery rocks, winding
along the foot of the steep banks and then
through the foaming and boiling waters, the
heavy swellsof which reminded themstrikingly
of the breakers on the sea-shore, Finally they
reached a point abont thirty feet from the
falls, Their journey here came to an abrupt
termination by the shelving of the rocks into
deep water. The wind struck this point with
guch violence that they feared to trust them-
gelves in an erect posture. On their kness,
they held with their hands to the overbanging
brush Lo prevent being blown into the river,

We think that one cannot fully comprehend
the immensity of the sheet of water and the
gublimity of the goene, until he can gazs up-
ward as we did. This point i3 the Cave of the
Winds. The Shoshone Falls, as a whole,
will compare favorably with Niagara, Those
of our party who have geen both places pro-
nounce the fermer superior in many respeots,
In beauty and wildpess of gcenery, the Bho-
shone cannot be surpissed. Niagara excels
in magnitude only.

Heraldie Animals.
Among the wild animals are elephants,
lions, tigers, wolves, bears, antelopes, stags,

Iynxes, porenpines, foxes, and wild boars, not
to mention hogs and pigs and piglings innu-
merable, lopg-tailed, short-tailed, and ourly-

talled, Concerning all these denizens of the
forest, the most remarkable thing is the unan-
imity that reigns among them in regard to
one particular matter; what I mean is, that,
with an occasional exception in favor of the
pigs and piglings, one and all of them stand
on their bind legs, Whatever else they may
do, they are sure to do that; with their fore
feet mnd E:wa they may push against some
shield or hatohment, they may grasp as best
they can a dagger or a battle-axe, or flonrish
their tails aloft and expand their nostrils as
if eager for the fight: but under any cir-
cumstances the eclive to settle down
on all fours, so that I am forced to conclude
that the position which is natural to their con-
geners is foreign to them. With regard to
gome of them there ara certain cabalistic ex-
pressions used which it ia possible, if one
counld %et at their gignifications, would throw
gome light on their history. Thus, concern-
ing a leopard with spots on his body as big as
pancakes, it iz gravely stated that he is
“iconntercompany of the first and second.” |
If the reader can golve the mystery involved |
in that expression he isa much cleverer fellow

than | am. Again, a poruntine poussetting,

whobas had his quills combed down smoot

and aleek, is desoribed as “'gyronny of eight,”’
which uruulon ig also too crabbed for my
powers of penstration. A lion who seems to
gtand ill at ease, 88 though on one leg rather
than two, presenis an enigma somewhat legs
difficult; concernivg him it is said, “lion's
gawb erased in bend within a boudure,” by
which I understand some accident or other to
the spimal's leg; gamb means leg, of course,
and the erasure, which must be an injury of
gome kind, may bhave been consequent on the
brute’s baving puat his foot into ohlnoer{
gomehow or other, as seems to me Lo be int.
wated by the term ‘*‘within a boudure.” In
the case of one of the lynxes, I find the ex-
pressions made use of to desoribe him, or it
may be something belonging to him, are “‘a

Lake Superior.

A correspondent of the Boston Transcript
writes from the Lake Buperior region:—

“The oty of Houghton is most romantically
gituated on Portage Lake, which is in the very
Leart of the Keweenaw Peninsula.  High hills
are on both gides of it, wooded to their sum-
mits., The lake almost bisects the peninsala,
and they are now cntting a canal at its north-
ern end, 80 as to make an ontlet in that direc-
tion. Only two miles of ontting will be re-
(uired, The access to it is now through the
varrow and winding channvel of Portags river,
where wild ducks by hundreds lLide in the
grass or gkim along the water., One ia sur-
priged fo find in this remote and secluded set-
tlement a splendid stone school-house, built
at 8 cost of forty thoussnd dollars, Gothio
churches, an archmological musenm, and
pianos from the factories of Steinway and
Chickering, With a population of less than
three thousand, most of whom are miners,
Houghton raises annually ten thousand dol-
lars for schools. Nearly opposite is the town
of Hancock, which is about as large as Hough-
ton.
